1. PROBLEM 



Enjoying media - music, radio, television - Is a higly social event. People want to share the 
experience of enjoying a good song or video with their friends. They want to talk about the 
feelings and Ideas the performance has raised. So far, practically the only way people have 
been able to enjoy a performance together has been to be In the same location at the 
same time. People are also active in urging their friends and peers to listen to the kind of 
music they like, or to see the TV shows they appreciate, thus strengthening the social 
bonds between them. So far there has been no practical way to transfer the music or show 
information, except word of mouth leading (or not) to independent action by the other user. 

This paper proposes a solution for sharing media consumption experiences via mobile 
devices among people who are not In the same physical location.
